said: “This was a mul- 
ti-ageney operation 
led by offieers from 
Bridgend’s Organised 
Crime Unit and 
involved The Medieines 
and Healtheare produets 
Regulatory Ageney, UK 
Border Foree and the 
National Crime Ageney. 

“The defendants 
were responsible for 
the importation of more 
than 350,000 diazepam 
tablets whieh eould have 
a potential street value 
exeeeding £32,000. 

“The investigation 
began when UK Border 
Foree offieers inter- 
eepted a number of 
pareels sent from Sri 
Lanka to addresses in 
the Bridgend area. 

“South Wales Poliee 
exeeuted seareh war¬ 
rants at an address in 
Bridgend in Mareh 2018 
along with addresses in 
Portheawl, Swansea 
and Rhondda Cynon 
Taf areas in June of last 
year.” 

Three men were sen- 
teneed at Cardiff Crown 
Court on July 5 after 
admitting to eonspiring 


to evade the law by 
the importation of eon- 
trolled drugs - elass C. 

Paul Jones, aged 
30, of Tonypandy, 
Rhondda Cynon Taf, 
and Paul Roehe, aged 
45, of North Comelly, 
Bridgend, also both 
pleaded guilty to supply¬ 
ing a eontrolled drug of 
elass B - amphetamine. 

Jones - deseribed as 
the faeilitator of the 
group - was jailed for 
16 months and Roehe 
was senteneed to eight 
months imprisonment. 

David Clark, aged 38, 
of Portheawl, was sen¬ 
teneed to two months 
imprisonment, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months 
for the importation 
offenee. He was also 
ordered to earry out 
unpaid work for 200 
hours.

HMP Parc prison officer 
had ‘inappropriate’ 
relationship with prisoner 


A woman security 
officer at Parc 
Prison, Bridgend, 
was involved in a 
relationship with 
an inmate, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

The prison offieer, 
and the man eoneemed 
had communications 
which were deseribed 
as “highly sexualised” 
and there was reference 
to them kissing and 
diseussing other matters, 
said proseeutor Jason 
Howells. 

Savanhah Dean, 24, 
of the Gendros area of 
Swansea, admitted a 
charge of misconduct in 
a public office by form¬ 
ing an inappropriate rela¬ 
tionship with a prisoner. 

Dean, who was said by 
Judge Miehael Fitton to 
have been “conditioned” 
by the man, was jailed 
for six months, the sen¬ 
tence suspended for a 


year. 

She was also ordered 
to pay prosecution costs 
of £535, court costs of 
£115, and carry out 80 
hours of unpaid work. 

Mr Howells said Dean 
began at the prison in 
January 2017 and the 
relationship with the 
inmate lasted a number 
of weeks between last 
December and January. 

The prisoner’s cell 
was searehed and in a 
shoebox they found 
photographs of a woman, 
some of whieh were of a 
sexual nature, and there 
were letters and eards 
from the defendant and 
they had also eontacted 
each other by telephone. 

She had ended 
the relationship 

beeause it had become 
“over-sexualised”. 

Interviewed by the 
authority she made full 
admissions, apologised, 
said she had been 
frightened of the man. 


and realised she should 
not have compromised 
her integrity as a trained 
prison offieer. 

Her counsel, John 
Allehureh, said she had 
a new well-paid job and 
was hard working. 

He said that a number 
of ongoing issues eould 
be addressed. 

The Judge said mis- 
eonduet as a prison 
offieer was a very serious 
matter and undermined 
the eonfidenee of what 
was expeeted by the 
public. 

Such shortcomings, 
he said, eould unsettle 
other prisoners and eould 
have an impaet on other 
offieers. 

He pointed out that for 
a long period, she had 
had depression and anxi¬ 
ety and had had a deeply 
troubled personality. 

He said that at no time 
was there evidenee of 
any sexual contaet.

distribution of furniture. 

Sinee 2015, Julian and 
Marianne have fully fur¬ 
nished 380 homes, and 
partly furnished a further 
175, benefitting more 
than 2,000 people. They 
have also ensured 140 
tonnes of furniture have 
been saved from land¬ 
fill and restored to use. 

The eharity works with 
55 local agencies to iden¬ 
tify vulnerable individ¬ 
uals in need of support.

Bridgend athletes competing 
in British Transplant Games 


TWO years after donating a 
kidney to her son Ellis, Dawn 
Thomas will be cheering him 
on at the Westfield Health 
British Transplant Games 
in Newport in July 25-28. 

Ellis Thomas from Bridgend was 
bom with hydronephrosis - which 
means the kidneys swell due to a 
build-up of urine. He was just eight 
when he had a kidney removed. 

He is now 19 and Dawn 
couldn’t be prouder as he gears 
up to compete in football and the 
200m in Newport. His football 
skills have also been spotted by 
the GB team and Ellis will be 
heading to Newcastle in August 
for the World Transplant Games. 

Ellis was bom eight weeks pre¬ 
maturely and had a kidney removed 
when he was eight years old. “It’s 
amazing that he is competing at the 
games. We’re so excited as a fam¬ 
ily. We’ll all be there to support him 
and celebrate how far he has come. 

ANOTHER Bridgend athlete 
taking part is Sam Scothern. 

The 24-year-old has certainly 
been through more than most, hav¬ 
ing had two kidney transplants, 
more than 16 seizures and eight 
bouts of pneumonia but he is put¬ 
ting that all behind him as he gears 
up to play golf at the Westfield 
Health British Transplant Games, 
which takes place at The Celtic 
Manor’s Montgomerie course. 

For Sam, it is a dream come 


tme. He was bom six weeks pre¬ 
mature with multiple dysplastic 
kidneys - one kidney had disap¬ 
peared and he was left with just 
an eighth of the remaining organ. 
With collapsed lungs, a dislocated 
hip and a hole in his heart, he 
was sent home with doctors warn¬ 
ing he had just one week to live. 

Yet Sam surprised everyone 
and he remembers a childhood 
of feeling “completely normal”: 

“I was put on the transplant list 
when I was eight and waited just 12 
months. The kidney lasted around 
10 years. It was a month after my 
18th birthday that it failed. I was 
at my dad’s house and had my 
first ever seizure. I was taken in 
an ambulance to Bridgend where 
I was placed in an induced coma” 

He was on dialysis for six years in 
total, and was still on dialysis when 
he competed at his first ever British 
Transplant Games last summer in 
Birmingham where he finished just 
out of the medals in fourth place. 

Ahead of the Games, Sam is 
hoping that home support will help 
him finish in a podium position. 

He said: “I feel a lot stronger 
post-transplant. Hitting the 
ball feels a lot more effortless 
whereas it used to take quite a 
lot of energy out of me.”

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NCI volunteers 
keep watch on 
sea swimmers 


IN June, the 
Porthcawl National 
Coastwatch 
Institution (NCI) 
dealt with six inci¬ 
dents and moni¬ 
tored a further 17. 

The logged ineidents 
ranged from a downed 
kite surfer, to a dog 
cut off by the tide at 
the marina entrance. 

We are now becom¬ 
ing extremely busy 
monitoring the coast¬ 
line through both our 
high-powered binoculars 
and CCTV suite. So far 
in 2019 we have been 
involved with 44 logged 
incidents that involved 
one or more of the 
search and rescue assets. 

Five of these were in the 
first week of July alone! 

A total of 1,282 ves¬ 
sel movements were 
logged in June - another 
record month for us. 


Open water swim¬ 
ming seems to be more 
popular than ever this 
year at Porthcawl with 
large numbers gathering 
on the slipway to enter 
the water. As this is the 
marina entrance, we 
continue to monitor the 
swimmers in our area of 
view, hoisting the red and 
yellow ‘RY’ signal flags 
to warn any approaching 
or departing craft to be 
aware of the activity. 

We urge swimmers to 
use a high-visibility tow 
float to make themselves 
more visible and reduce 
the risks to both parties. 
We have a small number 
of tow floats available at 
the tower, should swim¬ 
mers wish to borrow one.

Dorothy Thomas 
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Cosmology Corner looks 
back 50 years to Apollo 11’s 
landmark Moon landing 


THIS month, we 
celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of 
arguably the biggest 
milestone in our 
fascination with 
the cosmos since 
the ancients first 
started to look up 
into the night sky 
- 50 years on, the 
Apollo 11 Moon 
landing is surely 
mankind’s single 
greatest technologi¬ 
cal achievement. 

It was on July 16, 
1969 that astronauts Neil 
Armstrong, Buzz Aldrin 
and (the one no-one 
remembers) Michael 
Collins were strapped 
into their spacecraft 
sitting atop a gigantic 
Saturn V rocket. 

Just 11 minutes after 
the completion of the 
countdown, the first 
two of the three rocket 
stages had fallen away 
and the final third stage, 
sitting behind the com¬ 
bined Command (front). 
Service (central) and 
(rear) Lunar modules, 
entered Earth orbit. 

Two hours later, dur¬ 
ing its second orbit, the 
third stage fired again 
accelerating the craft to 
25,000mph, sufficient 


velocity to escape Earth’s 
gravity and boost Apollo 
towards the moon. 

Soon after, the space¬ 
craft settled into the 
Trans Lunar Insertion 
(TLI) trajectory, the third 
rocket stage was jetti¬ 
soned and the Command 
Module separated, turned 
and docked with the 
Lunar Module, the new 
configuration having 
the Lunar Module at the 
front and the Service 
Module at the rear. 

The spacecraft was 
now unpowered and trav¬ 
elling up Earth’s gravity 
well, decelerating all the 
way until it got close 
enough to the Moon for 
the Moon’s own gravity 
to take over and acceler¬ 
ate the craft towards it. 

Left to its own 
devices, the TLI would 
have taken a boost from 
the Moon’s own gravity, 
taking the spacecraft in a 
figure eight shape around 
the Moon on a free return 
trajectory back to Earth 
without the need for 
more rocket fuel. 

It was this same 
planned orbital path, 
incidentally, which came 
to the aid of the ill-fated 
Apollo 13 mission less 
than a year later when 
an oxygen tank in the 
Service Module exploded 
just two days into its

journey to the Moon. 

The planned (third) 
lunar landing had to be 
aborted but the craft was 
able to return to Earth 
without a propulsion 
system after swinging 
around the Moon. 

When Apollo 11 
neared its destination, 
taking almost three days 
for the near quarter mil¬ 
lion mile journey, the 
astronauts performed a 
braking manoeuvre to 
slow the craft and place 
it in lunar orbit. 

From there, Armstrong 
and Aldrin clambered 
from the Command 
Module into the Lunar 


Module (Eagle), acti¬ 
vated separation and 
ignited the engine to 
establish the descent to 
the surface of the Moon, 
leaving Michael Collins 
alone in lunar orbit in 
the Command Model 
(Columbia). 

The unforgettable 
phrase “The Eagle has 
Landed” was broadcast 
on live TV to a world¬ 
wide audience from 
NASA’s Mission Control 
Centre in Houston on 
July 20, 1969. 

Six hours later on 
July 21, Neil Armstrong 
became the first person 
to step onto the Moon’s 
surface saying those 
immortal words: “One 
small step for Man, one 
giant leap for Mankind”. 

After more than 21 
hours on the surface, 
Armstrong and Aldrin 
rejoined Columbia and 
left lunar orbit for the 
return journey to Earth, 
splashing down in the 
Pacific Ocean on July 24 
after eight days in space. 

Apollo 11 brought 
an end to the Cold War 
space race and fulfilled 
the goal set in 1961 by 
President John Kennedy: 
“... before this decade is 
out, of landing a man on 
the Moon and returning 
him safely to Earth.

Concerns over 
cuts to council

COUNCILLORS 
have raised concerns 
about the lack of 
resources enabling 
them to carry out 
“proper scrutiny” 
of decisions taken 
by the local author¬ 
ity in Bridgend. 

Some recent 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) scrutiny meet¬ 
ings have seen just 
one officer tasked with 
both taking the minutes 
and helping to lead 
the agenda, when usu¬ 
ally the roles are split 
between two officers. 

At a scrutiny com¬ 
mittee meeting on 
Thursday, July 11, 
Cllr Matthew Voisey 
said: “We feel the 
whittling away of 
resources from scru¬ 
tiny is making proper 
scrutiny unfeasible. 

“We have one scru¬ 
tiny officer when usu¬ 
ally there ’ s two - there ’ s 
concern among mem¬ 
bers one officer can’t 
do both jobs correctly. 

“There have been 


some errors appearing 
in the minutes - if 
you’re taking minutes, 
you’re taking minutes. 

“I believe a scrutiny 
officer has left the 
authority and we want 
to know if they’re 
going to be replaced. 

“I know resources are 
tight but scrutinising the 
decisions of the local 
authority is a vital role. 

“If we don’t get the 
resources we need to 
do our jobs properly, 
it could be miscon¬ 
strued as as a way of 
dumbing down the 
scrutiny process.” 

Committee chairman 
John Spanswick said: 
“Bridgend has a good 
record of scrutiny but 
there’s a danger things 
are being watered 
down too much and 
it’s going too far.” 

Councillors have 
asked for their concerns 
to be discussed at the 
corporate scrutiny 
committee next week.

Wartime memories 
in the Garw Valley 


WITH funding 
from the National

mostly unknown, 
part of their com¬ 
munity heritage. 

‘From New York to

The project was 
inspired by local artist 
Kevin Sinnott’s London, 
New York, Pontycymmer 
exhibition based on the 


Anderson family’s arrival 
in Pontycymmer in 1912. 

Kevin had been 
inspired by loeal writer 
and historian Paul 
Howells’ book The Rink, 
which had taken 15 years 
to research and started 
when Paul, a huge Laurel 
and Hardy fan, had heard 
rumours that Stan Laurel, 
among other famous art¬ 
ists, had performed in the 
valley many years ago. 

Through Paul’s 
investigations, the 
history of The Rink 
and the Anderson 
family was diseovered. 

The Andersons were 
a troupe of famous 
circus and music hall 
entertainers who came to 
the Garw Valley, direct 
from performing on 
Broadway, New York to 
run a venue called The 
Hippodrome (formerly 
known as The Rink). 

Amy Anderson was 
perhaps the most well 


known for her act The 
Banana Queen. Her skit, 
sponsored by Fyffes 
Bananas, saw Amy 
throw bananas into the 
unsuspecting audience, 
many of whom had never 
seen, let alone, tasted a 
banana before. Staff and 
volunteers gained an 
Level 2 Agored Cymru 
accreditation in archiv¬ 
ing through People’s 
Collection Wales, which 
will ensure that Paul 
Howell’s collection of 
photos and memorabilia 
will be accessible to all. 

The Garw Valley 
Heritage Society helped 
the children and their 
parents understand 
what life was like in 
the Valley during the 
Great War, taking their 
‘exhibition in a suit¬ 
case’ into each school.

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Croeserw man who 
fractured woman’s 


eye socket is jailed 


A PREGNANT woman 
thought she was going 
to die when she suffered 
a sustained attack by 
a man with whom she 
had been in a relation¬ 
ship for six months, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

Nikita Davies described 
her face as battered and her 
attacker, leuan Richards 
laughed as he threw four 
cans of lager at her, said 
prosecutor Jason Howells 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Ms Davies was later treated at 
the Princess of Wales Hospital 
for a fractured eye socket, a 
twisted finger and bruising. 

Richards, of Croeserw, 
Cymmer, admitted wounding 
Ms Davies and assaulting 
her mother, Michelle Davies. 

He was jailed for 20 months 
and a restraining order was 


made preventing him contact¬ 
ing his victims for five years. 

Judge Michael Fitton 
described the attack on 
Nikita Davies as “wicked”. 

Mr Howells said “The 
couple had been in a rela¬ 
tionship for six months 
but it began to go wrong. 

“They got together again on 
April 3 and two days later 
she went drinking with her 
mother in Maesteg and they 
met up at the Coity pub. 

There was an altercation 
and back at her home, he 
attacked her for no reason. 

He punched her and 
dragged her around the 
floor “like a rag doll”. 

She told him to stop because 
she was pregnant but the 
attack continued. She man¬ 
aged to get out of the house. 

Richards chased her and 
when Ms Davies’ mother tried 


to act as a peacemaker, she 
was assaulted by Richards. 

Mr Howells said he was 
arrested and was not co-opera¬ 
tive and had to be handcuffed. 

Michelle Davies 

was uninjured. 

Later, Richards said he 
could remember nothing 
because he had been drink¬ 
ing and taking cocaine. 

He cried and said he could 
not believe what he had done 
and had to sort his life out. 

The court heard that he had 
two previous convictions for 
battery involving an ex-partner. 

His solicitor, James 
McKenna, said: “It was a 
very ugly, domestic incident. 
He has been in custody for 
three-and-a-half months and 
he is extremely remorseful.” 

Mr McKenna said the 
relationship was now over.

BCBC accused of being ‘misleading 


A COMMUNITY 
council in Bridgend 
has accused BCBC 
of misleading it 
after discovering a 
successful bid for a 
major road safety 
funding project 
only involved “a 
tiny part” of their 
proposals. 

Coity Higher 

Community Council’s 
chairman Martin 
Williams said its Safer 
Routes to Schools bid 
had included funding 
requests for pave¬ 
ments, safe crossing 
points, and speed 
signs to help develop 
safe routes to the two 
primary schools within 
Coety and Litchard. 

The council were 
assured the bid had been 
submitted to the Welsh 
Government and were 
thrilled when funding 
was announced, accord¬ 
ing to Cllr Williams. 

He said: “We were 
assured by by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
officers that the funding 


was for everything 
included within our doc¬ 
ument. It now appears 
BCBC only submitted 
two very small ele¬ 
ments of it - and the 
£218,000 funding will 
only cover footpath 
enhancements to the 
rear of Litchard School 
and an extension to the 
existing footpath through 
Litchard playing fields. 

“There is no funding 
for the pavements on Heol 
Spencer and Simonston, 
the multiple safe crossing 
points and speed signs 
through Coity Village, 
links from Parc Derwen 
to Litchard School or 
numerous crossing 
points, and interventions, 
in Litchard and Pendre. 

“At no point were we 
told that only part of the 
bid would be submitted.” 

He said the commu¬ 
nity council had been 
working on the bid for 
three years. Having been 
unsuccessful in 2017, it 
followed BCBC’s advice 
and refocused on on 
safe routes to schools, 
commissioning traffic 


speed and volume sur¬ 
veys in Coity village. 

Cllr Williams said: 
“The understanding was 
that we would take our 
unsuccessful bid from 
2017 and amend in line 
with feedback so that 
BCBC could resubmit 
a stronger document 
in December 2018. 

“In a meeting earlier 
this month with BCBC 
officers they could offer 
no explanation for what 
has happened. While 
the schemes which have 
received funding formed 
part of our overall sub¬ 
mission, and are valuable 
in their own right, there 
is no way we can sup¬ 
port them while critical 
road safety interventions 
are not addressed.” 

The community coun¬ 
cil held an extraordinary 
meeting on July 4 to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. In a state¬ 
ment, the community 
council clerk said the 
council would be seeking 
an urgent meeting with 
BCBC’s leader and chief 
executive to “clarify 
how this happened”. 


She said: “The council 
will also request that 
the proposed works 
are suspended until 
a way forward can be 
agreed to prioritise 
more urgent works.” 

A BCBC spokesman 
said the local authority 
would continue to 
work on the remaining 
phases of the com¬ 
munity access plan. 

He said: “As the over¬ 
all cost of this is substan¬ 
tial the works are being 
completed in annual 
phases based on available 
Welsh Government grant 
funding.

Three arrests 
after Porthcawl

OFFICERS

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Man who falsely 
reported burglary 
‘lucky’ to avoid 
jail, says Judge 


A SOCIAL worker 
from Bridgend has 
been suspended for 
one year after a 
Social Care Wales 
hearing found her 
fitness to practise 
was impaired 
because of serious 
misconduct. 

The hearing was told 
that in June 2016 Nikita 
Hale inappropriately 
accessed confidential 
records relating to 11 
people held by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council, where she 
was employed in the 
children’s safeguarding 
team. 

In May 2017, Ms 
Hale’s unethical behav¬ 
iour came to light when 
a person accessing the 
council’s services com¬ 
plained that Ms Hale 
had recently accessed 
their confidential record, 
despite Ms Hale having 
no work-related reason 
for doing so. 

When twice ques¬ 
tioned by her manager 
about the incidents, Ms 
Hale denied all knowl¬ 
edge, but later admitted 
accessing the records. 

Although Ms Hale 
wasn’t present at the 
one-day hearing at Social 
Care Wales’s Cardiff 
office last week, she was 
actively involved in the 
investigation and admit¬ 
ted to all the charges 
in an agreed statement 
of fact. 

Having taken Ms 
Hale’s admissions into 
account and heard the 
evidence, the panel 
decided that Ms Hale’s 
fitness to practise was 
currently impaired 
because of serious 
misconduct. 

Explaining its deci¬ 
sion, the panel said: “Ms 
Hale has expressed her 
regret and insight into 
why what she did was 


wrong and the potential 
impact it may have had 
on others. 

“She says her thinking 
at the time was clouded 
because she was under 
significant stress. To her 
credit, there is no evi¬ 
dence of criticism of any 
other aspect of her social 
work practice.” 

The panel continued: 
“Although Ms Hale has 
shown insight, she has 
not demonstrated to our 
satisfaction sufficient 
understanding of the 
impact of misuse of 
access to social ser¬ 
vices records on public 
confidence and her 
employer.” 

The panel decided 
to suspend Ms Hale for 
one year, saying: “We 
have taken into account 
Ms Hale’s consistent 
expressions of insight 
and remorse, and the 
impact that the loss of 
her job and her experi¬ 
ence of these proceed¬ 
ings will have had on 
her perception of what 
she did. 

“We are satisfied that 
she will be in a posi¬ 
tion to contribute to the 
profession at the end of 
a period of suspension. 
We therefore consider 
suspension adequate and 
we do not consider that 
a review is necessary.” 

The suspension order, 
which means Ms Hale 
will not be able to work 
in a registered social care 
role in Wales while it is 
active, will take effect 
from 10 August 2019 
and remain in place until 
9 August 2020.

A SUPERMARKET 
employee who 
falsely claimed 
his home had 
been burgled has 
been jailed for 12 
weeks, the sentence 
suspended for 18 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

Connor Holdsworth 
(22) of Albert Street, 
Maesteg, was also 
ordered to pay prosecu¬ 
tion costs of £535 and 
court costs of £115. 

In addition, he was 
ordered to carry out 200 
hours unpaid work and 
was disqualified from 
driving for three years. 

Holdsworth, described 
in court as a man 
of clean character, 
admitted attempting 
to pervert the course 
of justice by falsely 
reporting a burglary. 

Prosecutor Bethan 
Evans said that in the 
early hours of March 
10 Holdsworth’s car, 
a Suzuki, was found 
to have been involved 
in an accident in the 
area. Nobody was 
inside but the airbag 
had been inflated. 

The police went to 
Holdsworth’s home, but 
there was no answer. 

Later that day he con¬ 
tacted the police, claimed 
there had been a burglary 
and that his car had been 


taken. Officers took a 
statement from him. 

Holdsworth con¬ 
tacted his insurance 
company and CCTV 
traced the car’s routes. 

An examination of 
the air bag revealed 
the defendant’s DNA 
and he was arrested. 

His solicitor Giles 
Hayes said: “He rec¬ 
ognises the serious 
consequences of his 
actions by lying to the 
police and he said he 
had not been thinking 
straight and panicked.” 

Mr Hayes said 
Holdsworth’s family 
had been very distressed 
about the situation. 
Alcohol, he said, might 
have played a part but 
certainly not drugs. 

Holdsworth, he 
added, was hardworking, 
trustworthy, embar¬ 
rassed and ashamed. 

Judge Eleri Rees 
said: “The courts 

regard such offences 
as extremely serious.” 

She said he had lied on 
the night and even made 
a claim to his insurance 
company which could 
have made him subject 
to a separate charge. 

“You also wasted 
valuable police time.” 

After sentencing, she 
told him: “Consider 
yourself very lucky.” 


‘WG gave Ford £140 
million over 40 years’ 
says First Minister 


MARK Drakeford 
has denied that the 
Welsh Government 
has given up hope 
of keeping Ford in 
Bridgend. 

Facing questions at 
the National Assembly, 
the Welsh First Minister 
said the Government is 
still looking to persuade 
the company to retain, 
in whole or in part, its 
engine plant in the town. 

Ford has announced 
that the plant will 
close next year with 
the loss of 1,700 jobs. 

However, Mr 

Drakeford said the task- 
force that has been set 
up in response to the 
closure announcement 
is focussed on support¬ 
ing workers and their 
families, identifying 
new economic oppor¬ 
tunities and building 
the economic and 
social resilience of the 
Bridgend community. 

He said he under¬ 
stood the point South 
Wales West AM Dai 
Lloyd had previously 


made about a sense of 
resignation, but that 
was not the position 
of the Government. 

Mr Drakeford said: 
“Ford has a high¬ 
ly-skilled, dedicated 
and loyal work¬ 
force in Bridgend. 

“The Bridgend com¬ 
munity has been loyal 
to Ford for 40 years. 
Welsh and UK citizens 
have been loyal to Ford 
in buying their products 
and making them the 
most successful prod¬ 
ucts on the car market. 

“The taxpayer has 
been loyal to Ford 
over that period in 
giving it over £140 
million. We say to the 
company - it’s time 
to repay that loyalty. 

“We have not given 
up on the belief that F ord 
should be persuaded, 
in whole or in part, to 
remain in Bridgend. 
That remains at the 
top of our agenda.” 

Mr Drakeford 
conceded that the 
Government also 
had to prepare for 


other eventualities. 

He said: “Expressions 
of interest from 17 
other sources in bring¬ 
ing work to the site 
in Bridgend are part 
of the effort we are 
making to make sure 
that Bridgend is pro¬ 
moted and understood 
as an excellent place to 
come and do business. 

“There are many 
constituencies across 
south Wales, my own 
included, where there 
are people who work 
at the Ford factory. 

“There is a shared 
interest in making sure 
that we all do whatever 
we can to retain an inter¬ 
est in the developments 
and support the efforts 
that are being made to 
find successful futures 
for those families.” 

Mr Drakeford said 
the Government would 
keep AMs informed 
of any developments 
that might occur dur¬ 
ing the Assembly’s 
summer recess.

Top tips for exercising 

DRINKING before exeras- on-board proactively, before you’re joggers and long socks. E)oni forget 


ing, trying a different time 
of day and knowing the 
medical risks are three of 
the seven top tips for being 
active outside in summer sun 
and heat. 

Fitness fans have been urged 
to stay well hydrated, adjust their 
routines and know their limits when 
working out in the sun and heat. 

Experts from health and fitness 
site Vivotion.com have revealed 
their seven top tips for Brits head¬ 
ing outdoors to exercise over the 
summer. 

Whether running and cycling 
or participating in other sports and 
outdoor activities, the specialists 
have warned that failure to adjust 
accordingly to hot conditions could 
hinder fitness progress and poten¬ 
tially harm overall health. 

A spokesperson for Vivotion. 
com said: “More Brits will be 
encouraged to get active outdoors 
during spells of warm weather over 
the summer, but direct sunlight 
and increased heat can pose extra 
challenges to exercising. It’s espe¬ 
cially important to wear appropriate 
summer clothing, get plenty of 
water into your system before you 
feel like you need it and avoid the 
midday sun. 

“If you start to feel uncomfortable 
or notice any signs of heat exhaus¬ 
tion, stop immediately and try to 
cool down as quickly as possible.” 

When exercising in summer: 

1. Keep hydrated: it’s particularly 
vital when active during summer 
heat to make sure you keep suffi¬ 
ciently hydrated at all times. That 
means drinking plenty of preferably 
cold water, or specialist sports 
drinks for intense activity, and 
avoiding alcohol. Try to take fluids 


thirsty. 

The NHS advises that symptoms 
of dehydration, which can cause 
muscle cramps, include dark 
and odorous urine, urinating less 
and less frequently, dizziness or 
light-headedness, tiredness and a 
dry mouth, lips or eyes. 

2. Try a different time of day: 
if you normally for a run, cycle 
or play sports outdoors during the 
afternoon, blazing sunshine should 
make you think again. 

Try getting up earlier and exer¬ 
cising while its cool before work, 
or head outside as the temperature 
starts to drop later into the evening, 
but steer clear of excessive activity 
while exposed to the ‘midday sun’ 
between 11am and 3pm. 

It might also be worth consid¬ 
ering a temporary change to your 
typical routine or activities and 
an alternative location, such as an 
indoor gym. 

3. Gradually get used to con¬ 
ditions: If your body is used to 
participating in outdoor activities 
during the winter, with cold air and 
rain to keep it cool, it’s important 
to acclimatise to exercising in heat 
gradually. 

Gradually build up your activity 
levels, conduct a thorough warm-up 
and make sure you know your fit¬ 
ness level - don’t push yourself 
too hard, too soon in challenging 
conditions and seek out shade wher¬ 
ever possible. 

4. Dress wisely: Brits heading 
outdoors to exercise in summer heat 
should choose light coloured, loose 
clothing that’s made from an appro¬ 
priate, ventilated sporting material 
rather than cotton. 

A pair of shorts and a t-shirt 
should normally do the trick - for¬ 
get about sweatshirts, tracksuits. 


to take a cap or sunglasses and 
sun cream too, if it’s a particularly 
bright day, and a towel cooling and 
mopping your brow. 

5. Know your medical limits: It’s 
cmcial to know how any medication 
or pre-existing conditions you have, 
such as diabetes or heart problems, 
may or may not affect your ability 
to exercise in higher temperatures. 

If you’re unsure, consult a med¬ 
ical professional and don’t do any 
activity that could pose unnecessary 
risks and harm, rather than help, 
your overall health. 

6. Watch out for heat exhaus¬ 
tion and heatstroke: According to 
the NHS, signs of heat exhaustion 
include headaches, dizziness and 
confusion, loss of appetite, feeling 
sick, excessive sweating, pale skin, 
cramps in the limbs or stomach, fast 
breathing or pulse, being very thirsty 
and a body temperature above 38C. 
Children may also become floppy 
or sleepy. 

If you can’t cool down within 
30 min utes and it turns into heat¬ 
stroke, it needs to be treated as an 
emergency. The NHS says other 
signs of heatstroke include feeling 
dry and not sweating despite being 
too hot, rapid or short breath, con¬ 
fusion, a body temperature of 40C 
or higher, unresponsiveness, loss of 
consciousness or seizures. 

7. Take a cold shower: Taking a 
cold bath or shower after working 
out in the heat will lower your core 
body temperature and be more com¬ 
fortable than soaking in hot water. 

Coldness can also help to lower 
the risk of muscle soreness and 
injury after exercise by reducing 
inflammation and speeding up 
recovery.

COUNCILLORS 
in the Vale have 
warned that 

a new ‘South 
Wales Strategic 
Development Plan’ 
spread over 10 
councils, could lead 
to thousands of 
houses being built 
on green field sites 
across the Vale to 
feed Cardiff s eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Plaid Cymru’s Cllr 
Ian Johnson claimed that 
proposals discussed by 
the Vale Cabinet this 
week would put the cre¬ 
ation of a housing and 
infrastrueture plan in 
the hands of a regional 
board, and reduce the 
opportunity for Vale 
eouneillors and local 
residents to influenee 
proposals. 

The Vale Couneil 
told The GEM it would 
mean better strategie 
planning and a benefit 
would be that the whole 
region would help with 
Cardiff s growth. 

Cllr Johnson said a lot 
of his concern related to 
further housing develop¬ 
ment: “The Vale Local 


Development Plan, 
which is supposed to 
last until 2026, was for 
10,000 houses - more 
than twiee as many 
houses as the Welsh 
Government’s housing 
target said was needed. 

“One of the main 
eoncems about merging 
the Vale Couneil with 
Cardiff was that we 
would see thousands of 
extra houses being built, 
without investment in 
the public transport and 
roads that make up our 
creaking infrastructure. 

“The same councillors 
who voted for this over¬ 
development across the 
Vale from Cowbridge 
to Dinas Powys now 
want us to sign up to 
a regional development 
plan with limited local 
influence. 

“I’m worried that this 
is just going to be about 
telling us that we have 
to build thousands of 
houses on green fields 
in order to feed Cardiff s 
economic growth.” 

Fellow couneillor Nie 
Hodges, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the Vale Council 
planning committee, 
added: “Without proper 
safeguards, this eould 
mean that decisions 


which affect our every¬ 
day lives will be taken at 
a regional level without 
us having a say in what 
happens. 

There will have to be 
mechanisms put in place 
for local councillors and 
local residents’ voices to 
be listened to.” 

Cllr Lis Burnett, the 
Vale Cabinet member 
responsible for regener¬ 
ation, said any proposals 
would include eonsult- 
ing with eommunities: 
“The proposed strategic 
development plan (SDP) 
provides the opportunity 
for deeisions on signifi¬ 
cant development to be 
taken at a regional level. 

“This will ensure 
the growth and infra¬ 
strueture requirements 
of the whole region are 
considered together stra¬ 
tegically, rather than in 
a fragmented way by 10 
individual authorities. 

“The proposals include 
full engagement with 
local communities and 
the strategie planning 
panel responsible for the 
SDP will have demo¬ 
cratically elected repre¬ 
sentatives from eaeh area 
voting on the proposals. 

“Couneils will still 
prepare individual local 


development plans whieh 
deeide what development 
can take plaee where, 
within their own local 
areas. 

“This does not 
mean that the Vale of 
Glamorgan will be 
foreed to take extra 
houses during our LDP 
timeseale. 

“One of the poten¬ 
tial benefits of an SDP 
for the Vale is the 
opportunity it presents 
to manage the growth 
demands presented by 
neighbouring Cardiff 
across the whole of the 
region, rather than the 
Vale managing the most 
of that pressure alone.” 

Cllr Burnett pointed 
out that if there wasn’t 
a regional strategy, it 
eould mean the Vale and 


Cardiff being foreed to 
work in tandem: “The 
Welsh Government has 
been pressing couneils 
in the region whose 
eurrent LDPs expire in 
2021 to prepare joint 
plans. Without an SDP 
in progress, the Vale 
could potentially be 
foreed to prepare a joint 
plan with Cardiff. 

“The Vale Couneil 
is therefore very keen 
that the region eomes 
together to diseuss how 
to manage future growth 
in the Cardiff Capital 
Region, so that it ean be 
planned in a sustainable 
way and some of the 
ehallenges it will bring 
to, for example, housing 
can be spread appropri¬ 
ately across the region.”

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Sustainability at the heart 
of new farming proposals 



Rachel Saunders 
of the Farmers’ 
Union of Wales 
writes on 
Farming Matters. 


LATEST propos¬ 
als for future farm 
and rural sup¬ 
port in the Welsh 
Government’s 
‘Sustainable 
Farming and our 
Land’ proposals 
need to be thor¬ 
oughly scrutinised 
by all those whose 
livelihoods could be 
changed forever. 

Sustainability is at the 


heart of the new direction 
proposed for farming 
support, with ‘wide 
ranging and significant 
economic, environmen¬ 
tal and social contri¬ 
bution’ said to be key 
underlying principles. 

The claim is that the 
Sustainable Farming 
Scheme will provide a 
meaningful and stable 
income stream, fair out¬ 
comes, payments for new 
and existing sustainable 
practices and flexibility to 
apply to all types of farm. 

The new document 
appears to be more 
farmer-friendly than last 
year’s ‘Brexit and our 
Land’ paper, and some 
important concerns high¬ 
lighted by the FUW in its 
October 2018 response 
are recognised in the 
new paper; in particular, 
fears of fixed timetable 
pre-Brexit decisions, 
and the need for mod¬ 
elling and economic 
assessments before 
making any decisions. 

The capping and/or 
tapering of payments 
and reference to ‘active 
farmers’ is also welcome, 
offering the opportunity 
to ensure support goes 
to genuine family farms. 

But the underly¬ 
ing principles have 
not changed, and the 


proposals still mean 
replacing direct support 
for farmers with a public 
goods scheme, which 
could mean farmers 
having to do more and 
be faced with greater 
restrictions in return for 
potentially less money - 
and then competing on 
even terms with EU farm¬ 
ers, or even their near 
neighbours in Northern 
Ireland and Scotland. 

There could well 
be a postcode lottery 
when it comes to levels 
of payments, options 
available and the rules 
which apply for farms 
in different areas of 
Wales, or even within a 
single county or parish. 

It is proposed tW the 
only source of a payment 
in future will be through 
a multi-annual contract, 
drawn up following 
meetings and farm visits 
with every applicant - 
raising major concerns 
over the practicality 
and deliverability of a 
scheme which would 
take an unprecedented 
amount of work to imple¬ 
ment - not least given 
the experience with less 
ambitious contract-based 
schemes, such as Glastir. 

One major concern 
about this approach is 
that we will lose Wales’ 


state-of-the-art interac¬ 
tive online SAF system, 
recognised as one of the 
best in Europe. There are 
fears too that the deadline 
for consultation is the day 
before the UK is due to 
leave the EU on October 
31, when all businesses 
may be in turmoil. 

The greater focus is on 
food and farming, active 
farmers and communities 
as well as economic and 
environmental sustain¬ 
ability, which must be 
welcomed and will make 
constructive conversa¬ 
tions about the pros and 
cons of the proposals 
much easier than was the 
case during last year’s 
consultation period. 

This issue is so impor¬ 
tant that as a union, the 
FUW is determined 
every farmer in Wales 
should have the oppor¬ 
tunity to learn about it, 
and to do this we shall 
be running a series of 
roadshow events in every 
county where farmers can 
learn about the proposals 
and how to respond 
to the consultation. 

We shall all be doing 
our utmost to make 
sure our farming com¬ 
munity comes through 
with the very best 
deal possible, because 
#FarmingMatters.

Information 
comes to light 
on fire engines

FOLLOWING the 
article and photo¬ 
graph published in 
The GEM a couple 
of weeks ago, infor¬ 
mation on past fire 
engines has come in: 

Frank Dark of 
Llantwit Major saw the 
photograph of the Dennis 
Aee fire engine in The 
GEM and rang to tell 
me he had driven it 
when he was stationed 
at Cowbridge between 
1950 and 1955 (he was 
one of three full-timers, 
the others being Tom 
Bond and Fred John). 

It had replaced an 
engine with a trailer 
pump which had had to 
be ditched when it sprang 
a leak and the Dennis 
Ace was still being used 
in Cowbridge in 1954. 

However, the fol¬ 
lowing year, a new 
fire engine (a Dennis 
Rolls, with Rolls Royce 
engine) appeared. This 
proved too big for the 
fire station, which was 
based in what is now the 
Lesser Town Hall, so it 
was parked under the 
chestnut tree at the back 


of the Horse and Groom. 

A San Diego retired 
fireman, Richard Yokely, 
is trying to piece together 
the Cowbridge Dennis 
Ace’s history. He reports 
that it dated from 1936 
and was delivered to 
Mountain Ash that same 
year. In 1941, it was 
taken into the National 
Fire Service, returning 
to ‘local control’ about 
1948. Around this time, 
it arrived in Cowbridge. 
He does not know what 
happened to it, but 
immediately after 1954/5 
when it left Cowbridge, 
it was shipped to 
the United States. 

In 1966, it appeared in 
the film ‘Tobruk’, which 
starred Rock Hudson 
made in Los Angeles. In 
the 1970s, it appeared in a 
film called ‘Emergency’ 
about the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department, 
and also ‘Baa Baa Black 
Sheep, a World War Two 
television series set in 
the Pacific. The Ace was 
last seen at a fire brigade 
‘muster’ in Los Angeles 
in the early 1980s and 
there are reports of it 
having been sold to a 


museum, but this has 
yet to be confirmed. 

Richard Yokely has 
been looking on the 
‘Peoples’ Collection 
Wales’ website at the 
Cowbridge History 
Society’s digital archive, 
which is gradually 
being uploaded there 
and clearly is reaching a 
worldwide audience. He 
noticed a photograph of 
flooding by Cowbridge 
Town Hall, taken around 
1948, and saw that the 
fire engine in attendance 
then was an Albion 
Merryweather (the one 
with the leaking trailer 
pump). He tells me this 
one dates from about 
1930. It would originally 
have had solid tyres, but 
they would be replaced 
with pneumatic ones 
while it was in service.

Inmate receives additional 
sentence for possessing 
forbidden mobile phone 


AN inmate of HMP 
Parc who was found 
in possession of a 
banned mobile 
phone has been 
jailed for a year 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court and Judge 
Michael Litton 
directed for it to 
be served consecu¬ 
tively for 78 months. 

Dale Bird (29) is 
already serving for 
supplying cocaine and 


producing cannabis and 
had admitted possessing 
the prohibited phone. 

Prosecutor Bethan 
Evans said: “On October 
25, custody officers 
searched his cell. He was 
startled by this, a struggle 
occurred and a mobile 
phone was discovered. 
There were a number of 
sim cards, and text mes¬ 
sages from his partner.” 

When interviewed. 
Bird, from Cwmbran, 
claimed he had “bor¬ 
rowed” the item from 


another prisoner. 

His solicitor, Sara 
Palmer, said: “It did in 
fact belong to someone 
else and it was thor¬ 
oughly basic, being 
used only for calls 
and text messages.” 

He had not breached 
any other rules 
and had contacted 
only his girlfriend. 

The Judge said: 
“You are an expe¬ 
rienced offender 
serving a sentence 
for serious offences.”

Dog Control 

Bridgend County Borough Council 

Notice is hereby given that Bridgend County Bor¬ 
ough Council (‘the Council’) proposes the follow¬ 
ing Public Spaces Protection Order under 
Sections 59 and 72 of the Anti-Social Behaviour, 
Crime and Policing Act 2014 (‘the Act’). 

1. The Order shall come into operation on the 
18*" June 2019 and shall have an effect for 3 
years thereafter, unless extended by further 
order under the Council’s statutory powers. 

2. This Order relates to all public open spaces 
throughout the borough and is specified on the 
attached plan (“the Restricted Area’’). This is land 
to which the Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime and 
Policing Act 2014 applies and will be protected 
by the making of this Proposed Order. 

3. The Council is satisfied that the conditions set 
out in Section 59 (2) of the Act have been met. 
Namely that Anti-Social behaviour and criminal 
activities have been carried out within the Re¬ 
stricted Area. These activities have had a detri¬ 
mental effect on the quality of life of those in the 
locality, and it is likely that the activities will be 
carried out within that area and have such an ef¬ 
fect. 

4. The Council is also satisfied that the condi¬ 
tions set out in Section 59 (3) of the Act have 
been met. Namely, that the effect or likely effect 
of the activities is, or is likely to be of a persistent 
or continuing nature and that these activities are 
unreasonable and justify the restriction imposed 
by this Order and that it is in all the circum¬ 
stances expedient to make this order for the pur¬ 
pose of reducing crime and/or anti-social 
behaviour in a public place. 

5. The Proposed Order may be cited as the Brid¬ 
gend County Borough Council Public Spaces 
Protection Order Dog Control covering all public 
open spaces within the borough. 

By this Proposed Order 

6. The effect of this Order is to impose the fol¬ 
lowing conditions on the use of the land:- 
Person(s) within the Restricted Area will collect 
and dispose of the faeces of dogs within their 
control by removing it and depositing the dog 
faeces in a bag which should be left in a litter bin 
or taken home 

Person(s) within the Restricted Area who have 
dogs within their control must carry bags or other 
suitable means for the collection of dog faeces 
Person(s) within the Restricted Area must when 
requested to do so by an Authorised Officer 
place dogs in their control on a lead. The Autho¬ 
rised Officer must specify the location and dura¬ 
tion covered by a direction given under 
Paragraph 6 (C) of this Order. 

7. The restrictions in Article 6 of this Order shall 
not apply to Disabled persons as defined by the 
Equality Act 2010 where the person suffers from 
a disability which would prevent them from 
collecting their dog faeces.

THE DEAD DON’T 
DIE (15, 105 mins) 

Comedy/Horror/

The living are 
mean-spirited, spiteful 
and lonely, and might as 
well be dead, in writer-di¬ 
rector Jim Jarmusch’s 
off-kilter comedy, which 
commits half-heartedly 
to the gore-slathered 
demands of a zombie 
horror. 

Set in the fictional 
Pennsylvania town of 
Centerville - population 
738, “a real nice place” 
- The Dead Don’t Die 
sinks its gnashers into 
myriad genres but sel¬ 
dom draws blood as an 
inconsistent tone rico¬ 
chets between sinister, 
self-referential and silly. 

There are a few nice 
touches like when Tilda 
Swinton’s bonkers morti¬ 
cian spots a metallic Star 


Destroyer on the key- 
chain of Adam Driver’s 
cop and deadpans, “Star 
Wars - excellent fiction” 
(Driver plays the villain¬ 
ous Kylo Ren in a galaxy 
far, far away). 

Or when the three 
members of Centerville 
police department arrive 
in lazy succession to a 
grisly crime scene and 
come to the same con¬ 
clusion about the likely 
culprits. 

However, Jarmusch’s 
decision to allow 
characters to break the 
fourth wall and identify 
themselves as actors 
in a ghoulish fiction 
undermines any efforts 
to make us care about the 
starry cast being disem¬ 
bowelled and dismem¬ 
bered by the undead. 

“Why does it sound so 
familiar?” ponders Bill 
Murray’s police chief as 
Sturgill Simpson’s ‘The 
Dead Don’t Die’ ema¬ 
nates from his car radio. 

“Because it’s the 
theme song,” dryly 
responds co-star Driver. 

Centerville police 
chief Cliff Robertson 
(Murray) and officers 
Ronald Peterson (Driver) 
and Minerva Morrison 
(Sevigny) respond to a 
gruesome attack at the 
local diner and calls 
about disappearing 
livestock. 

“This ain’t gonna end 
well,” correctly deduces 
Ronald. 


Nearby, quixotic 

undertaker Zelda 
Winston (Swinton) prac¬ 
tices her samurai sword 
skills in the back room 
of The Ever After funeral 
home. 

When night falls, 
corpses reanimate and 
Hermit Bob (Tom Waits) 
witnesses the devastation 
through binoculars. 

Residents including 
Hank Thompson (Danny 
Glover), Bobby Wiggins 
(Caleb Landry Jones) 
and farmer Frank Miller 
(Steve Buscemi) arm 
themselves against the 
slavering predators. 

Zombies quickly over¬ 
run Centerville including 
a juvenile detention 
building where Geronimo 
(Jahi Winston), Olivia 
(Taliyah Whitaker) and 
Stella (Maya Delmont) 
are incarcerated. 

The Dead Don’t Die 
pays homage to the satir¬ 
ical horrors of George A 
Romero with close-ups 
of fetid hands erupting 
from graves and some 
juicy, stomach-churning 
make-up effects. 

Murray and Driver 
are masters of deadpan 
delivery and their low- 
key banter is one of the 
film’s fleeting pleasures. 

Swinton seems to be 
inhabiting a different 
plane of existence to the 
rest of the cast, which 
Jarmusch playfully 
squares away with a 
loopy twist that even 


The X-Files would have 
dismiss as fantastical. 

“Kill the head,” Driver 
repeatedly reminds his 
co-stars as they repel the 
shuffling horde. 

A greater focus on the 
heart might have served 
the film well.

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News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


LAST month, I 
reported on two 
colonies that were 
not doing very 
well and neither 
has recovered. 

Losses are not 
uneommon at all; 
with non-funetioning 
queens, the population 
of a hive d imini shes 
and without bees of 
different ages to 
ensure that all tasks 
are earried out in a 
timely and orderly 
manner, survival is not 
on the eards. 

Nonetheless, the 
remaining eolonies are 
forging ahead due to 
the eurrent exeellent 
weather eonditions. 

Having equipment 
on hand to provide a 
eolony with the room 
they require is a must 
if swarming is to be in 
any way eontrolled. 

With a queen lay¬ 
ing up to 2,000 eggs 
every day, spaee is at 
a premium and laek 
of spaee is one of the 
triggers that brings 
swarming to the fore 
and try as we beekeep¬ 
ers might, the bees are 
in eontrol - and if they 
deeide that it is time to 
go, then nothing I ean 
do will ehange their 
deeision. 

Have any of my eol¬ 
onies swarmed? Yes, 
they have, despite my 
best endeavours. 

It is not a disaster 
if your bees swarm; 
your expeeted honey 
erop ean suffer as a 
result of swarming. 


beeause when some 
30,000 bees depart 
the hive, eaeh fills up 
with honey and down 
goes the amount left 
behind. 

Not being a eom- 
mereial beekeeper 
who depends on get¬ 
ting as mueh honey 
from eaeh eolony as 
possible, I ean live 
with this situation. 

There is an bright 
side to the swarming 
ritual beeause the bees 
that have been left 
behind have not been 
abandoned. 

Before their sisters 
departed, several 
queen eells were pro- 
dueed and one of them 
is going to provide 
the eolony with a new 
queen who will set 
about her egg laying 
duties and in doing 
so, will bring about a 
thriving eolony onee 
more. 

There is yet another 
upside to this swarm¬ 
ing oeeurrenee. 

Beekeepers are 
often ealled out to deal 
with swarms and if 
sueeessfully eolleeted, 
an addition to the api¬ 
ary ean be had free. 

However, not all 
swarms are easy to 
gather in; they do 
settle in some very 
awkward loeations.
